Beginning April 1937 source lived in Paris, where he was 
in contact with, an unofficial member of German intelligence, 
a cartaa^DBUr-fff.LBTIJiG who also lived in Paris, Source under 



the name of BURGER organized with BEHJff LBHR3 * s assistance an 
ice-cream factory 1 in Paris, and used it for their agenta* net- 
work, Source does not remember the name e of the French agents, 
and maintains that this network had aBeigiments in. connection 
with military matters. 

Source. worked in this fashion until 1939 when source left 
for Munich, and was ordered by the Supreme- Command of the 
German Armed Forces to report to the Wiesbaden branch (Ast— 
Leitestelle) Fieldpost No. 21476, According to Eouroe, hie 
main duty there was to transport reports of the agency along 

the Koeln, Luxemburg, Paris route.

In the middle of October 1950, sour© e was sent to cenp 
019, located along the T ayehe t -Bra tek highway, on the 198th 
kilometer mark, where he stayed until December 2, 1958* There 
wee a total of about 1200 prisoner® there, Suns inns, Germans, 
PoleB, Hungarians, Czechs, Koreans, Japanese, and Chinese, who 
worked on timber exploitation, and at the small saw-mill there* 

On December 2, due to his emaciated state, source was sent

On June 1J, 1952 (as source put it, "exactly a year later") 
source was sent back to camp 026 1 and was immediately put into 
•caffip prison, for refusing to work. Subsequently, source whs placed 
in the ©amp hospital due to hi© emaciated state. There eouroft 
succeeded in persuading a B ussian doctor whose name. he does not 
remenfee r to send hi® to the hospital in the town of Bratsk, 

•in August 1952, eource was sent to camp 052 at the Vikharev* 
skaya station, and from there to the nearby ©amp 013* where, 
source remained for almost two years. In December 1955 Geraan

relatives In Germany* Source iaseii lately wrote a letter to 
his present wife, who was then at Wildfcad, and received a 
reply. 'However, when source was given his first letter from 
Germany, he was. warned by the oamp administration that should' 
he in the future continue refusing work, he would he deprived 
of the right to write to anyone in Germany. This warning forced 
source to .accept work, and from Say, 1954 until August 15, 1954, 
source worked in a .brigade producing wooden crates for string 
ammunition.

On &areh 26, 1$S5, all German patients at the central 
hospital went to the a.seembly camp in Ee.sbetnoye settlement 
(translator's note, source is not cure about name ef this settle- 
ment, however, it is meet probably Kesbety). '• For no reason 
known to source, he and three other prisoners had to remain. in 
the hospital , and on May 1, 1955# the whole hospital was trans- 
ferred to camp 040 at the Tukehha (source Is not sure about the 
name) settlement, located on. the 36Cth 'kilometer mark of the 
Tayehe t- Brat ek highway. 

In the middle of August 1955, source wue ordered by the 
political instructor of the camp to be transferred to camp Q4©» 
located ca. 5 km from the Tukehka. settlement., .f^rom there, 
source was transferred to aaisp prison Ho. 04 and bn September 
27, 1955, source was sent to Camp 013, in which there were about 
250 Germane, Manchurians, Poles and Spaniards., 

On October 4, 1955, ell Germane were sent to the Beshety 
settlement for final release. Before their departure, a Soviet 
Officer made a brief speech in which he expressed the hope that 
the released Germans would be grateful to the Soviet government 
for the generous amnesty, and that, when they returned to Gorffiany, 
they would tell their countrymen that the Soviet people went to 
live in peace with everybody. 

At the Sverdlovsk station, 2? Germans to be sent in the 
special transport were separated from the rest for no reason 
known t© source. On October 20, the transport arrived in HerleB- 
hausen, and on October 22, the released prisoners arrived in 
Gamp Friedlend.

Source maintained that in 1935 h® went to France, and Reined 
the Foreign' legion there as as assigwsent of the German 
intelligence. This is not Very, .likely :j soured probably ,. 
actually was there, but not on a job for the german intel- 
ligence, but rather to cover up a crime that he himself had 
committed, using the German intelligence assignment, story a® 
a cover# 
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Source is reluctant to speak shout his work in France 
before the beginning of the war, avoids giving facts and 
details. Several facts source refused to explain, stating 
that that was a "professional secret". However, source 
seems to be afraid to section certain facte for fear of 
getting sired up (he refused to name any French agents). 

According to source, he was connected with, the "Bote 
Kappelle". However, source was not able to describe the 
operation in detail and finally admitted, that he was hot 
directly connected with it. Bio contact amounted to send- 
ing several agents on ^obs in the "Bote Kappelle". 

Source stated that in February 1547* he was’ ‘taken to. 

Fildfead, Schwarswald, "a French interrogation center”, 
from which he ©soaped on June JO, 1947* in spite of his 
villa being surrounded by guards* From source 1 s state- 
ment, one could conclude that the French probably con- 
sidered him to be a "war criminal” (worked with agents in 
occupied France and fought against the resistance move- 
ment to the German occupation). However# source was not 
imprisoned during that time, but wae rather kept in a 
villa by the French. AS he stated himself, he had the 
right to leave the villa at pleasure. So his statements 
in this connection do not seem to be true to fact. 

Source maintains, that after escaping from the French, he 
vent to the Soviet sons in Germany, to Schwerin in Mecklen- 
burg, since he wanted to destroy some documents which if 
found would compromise his agents in Franc®. This reason 
for going there does not ring true either, for it is doubt- 
ful that eouree could he brave and noble to the extent of 
going to the Soviet Sons for that reason only . Arrival of 
source in Berlin sounds also untrue, as well as contrary to 
logic. Obviously source had other reasons which forced kite 
to go to the Soviet Zone. 

On July 14, 1947# source was arrested by the Soviet Lieutenant* 
Colonel PAVLOV, and was placed int» the silitary prison in 
Sohenschoenbausen, where he remained until June 195®» Source 
was interrogated for this whole period of three years, and 
explaine this extensive interrogation by the fact that in 
the process of questioning, he had three different interro- 
gators who started hie case anew- each time. This part of 
8 curse * s statement does not ring t^n© at all. To finish 
a case of his kind, a maximum of 12-15 months are needed, / 
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It i e pooeible- that source is giving false data in regard t© 
hie being under interrogation* It is probe bl® that source’© 
arrest took place at ecus© other tiise (perhaps much later)* 

It may be that source vae being used for a certain period cf 
tine by the RIS as a spotter for individuals whe were in con- 
tact with Oeroan Intelligence, for HIS was very tauch interested 
in such individuals, and source is now giving false facts to 
cover up Ms real activities in the Soviet Zone.

In order to check source's statements, it is necessary to get facts 
as to his activities in France, which source is not ready to reveal 
unless a concrete offer of cooperation with AIS -is hade.
